Good show: Britain’s New Center 


few years ago, elderly 
gentleman puttering around 
the garden behind his home 
country lane Sussex passed from this 
life the next and, doing, collapsed 
into his wheelbarrow. His wife soon dis- 
covered him and, though 
whether was dead alive, simply 
wheeled him the lawn the house, 
where she called whomever one calls 
the village Cross-in-Hand deal with 
such things. 

This kind response fortifies those 
both sides the Atlantic who like 
regard the British people who simply 
say, get with when con- 
fronted such unpleasantries 
blackouts, shortages, strikes, sex scan- 
dals, waves Luftwaffe bombers, and 
IRA terrorist bombs. 

Some British are concerned that 
lost this spirit, and that continual 
bickering between the left and right have 
torn apart the body politic and prevented 
Great Britain from achieving whatever its 
rightful role supposed its post- 
empire life. 

“Not since World War has there 
been government that majority the 
people can identify says 
English friend named Roger Dixon, 
writer and businessman from Sussex.

For 
the first time his years, he’s actively 
working for political party, specifically 
the Social Democratic Party (SDP), 
founded Labour Party dissidents early 
this year. The SDP and its Liberal Party 
allies are behaving like alert young run- 
ning backs who have spotted great big 
hole the middle the defense and are 
exploiting every play. The SDP 


Alliance, called, has turned British 
politics its head. may end the 
domination that the Conservative and 
Labour Parties have enjoyed for years, 
and it’s longer inconceivable that 
1984 the president might enter- 
taining SDP-Liberal prime minister 
the White House. 

so, Ronald Reagan will_be chatting 
with person far different from his soul- 
mate Margaret Thatcher. The SDP-Lib- 
eral prime minister, there ever one, 
will simply not allow millions un- 
employed for the sake balanced bud- 
get. it’s any consolation the White 
House, that prime minister also will not 
nationalize all industry, stifle the private 
sector, pull out NATO and the 
Common Market. short, what the SDP 
Alliance selling moderation, and 
there are signs that the British voters are 
buying it. 

one should confuse moderation 
Great Britain with moderation the US. 
Here, it’s usually boring brand 
Republicanism Carterism, kind 
benign neglect that precedes the ex- 
tremism Reagan administration. 
England, moderates have difficulty 
praising the private sector and public 
social-service spending the same time. 
The SDP Alliance, friend says, 
percent disillusioned Socialists, per- 
disillusioned Conservatives, and 
percent who are disillusioned with 

There much about which one may 
disillusioned, and one need not even look 
the recent urban riots north the 
troubles Ulster find cause for con- 
cern. England the midst its worst 
economic slump half-century, its 
economic structure beseiged bank- 
ruptcies, high interest rates, unemploy- 
ment, and perhaps most dangerous 
all steadily diminishing opportunities 
for its young people either the work- 
place the university.

Massachusetts State Senate its most 
laughable when most formal, Dead End kid 
dragooned away cotillion. Its behavior 
stilted and unnatural, the body gropes re-acquaint 
itself with rules long forgotten conveniently ignored. 
Such was the case last Monday when his colleagues 
allowed Senator Alan Sisitsky (D-Springfield) assume 
his seat again.

right. The solons were playing full house. The 
galleries and the press section were jammed with people 
waiting see the bottle bill finally bestowed upon 
grateful Commonwealth. Before that, however, Sisitsky 
would have apologize for what the presiding senator, 
Majority Leader Daniel Foley (D-Worcester), repeatedly 
described Sisitsky’s disorderly, and 
unconstitutional wit, speaking without 
being recognized. 

Senators William MacLean (D-Fairhaven) 
and Gerard (D-Worcester), the chairman and 
member the Senate Ethics Committee respectively, 
were dispatched fetch Sisitsky. Everywhere the two 
senators went, they preceded sergeant-at-arms 
bearing the mace. was all the book; all that 
was missing was shot Sisitsky standing amid the 
tattered remains his epaulets. 

Ever since the founding the English House 
Commons, the mace has represented legislative 
authority within its chamber. those days, the thing 
was real mace, and occasionally functioned such 
the interest speeding debate. The one under which 
the sergeant-at-arms was swaying this day looked more 
like ornate windowpole. 

There nothing more fundamentally pathetic than the 
sight discredited institution groping for credibility 
through ceremony. Ceremony grounded rules. The 
expression these rules through ceremony actively 
mongers the fiction that the rules are real and consistent, 
that they apply equally all, and that therefore the 
leadership operates network its peers and all 
time subject their censure meaning the leadership 
could never (ever!) employ those rules its personal 
advantage venal purposes. What grand and 
glorious. crock this is, given the recent history the 
Massachusetts Senate. 

This body which has seen two its leaders 
shipped off federal prison, and third saved one 
stubborn juror. powerful Senate president resigned 
under cloud. was replaced man who has 
managed cow his colleagues methods more suited 
brawl the docks than the legislative process. And 
the only real challenge came from noisy eccentric 
against whom the senators could jointly move 
courageous comfort. 

they put the show, implying that Sisitsky was 
facing nothing more than good measure their 
absolute wrath. was all nonsense. Senators are not 
disciplined that fashion. There are other ways 
employing more subtle mace. The members the 
medieval Commons might have used their mace directly, 
but they were disadvantage. The item, for 
example, had not yet been invented. 

senator honest and good-hearted. have 
believe that member the leadership ever 
ran roughshod over us, would not leader 
for long,” the senator said, with the straightest faces.

Perhaps the senator has good reason say such 
things. You follow the rules and you have vested 
interest believing that they work the way they are 
supposed work.

“The rules and the ceremony around them,” counsels 
former Senate aide, called upon when the leadership 
needs them and ignored when the leadership 

Significantly, the one rule that enforced rigidly the 
one which any senator must address another 
the chair.” There are exceptions. fact, 
one occasion Kevin Harrington, then president the 
Senate, was forced admonish his own leader 
the subject. 

The myth impartial rules and ceremony based 
upon the myth that the Senate president only the 
greatest among equals. not, nor was ever 
intended be. fact, there nothing written down 
anywhere that says the Senate president even has 
senator. Given sufficient votes, and the political skills 
maintain modicum discipline, the Senate president 
can anything damned well pleases. Ceremony plays 
big role that.

One the main advantages 
conferred clear strategic vision, 
Weyrich explained, was that usually 
enabled candidate set the agenda 
campaign, or, once elected, legisla- 
tive situation. 

For the New Right, Weyrich 
continued, the guiding strategic vision 
should above all the building and 
solidifying the coalition interest 
groups and movements that performed 
well for them 1980. looking 


expand that coalition, told the 
delegates, they should not exclude 
anyone, matter how unlikely, from 
their calculations. 

Following Weyrich was his close 
associate, Connie Marshburn. 
Marshburn not widely-known New 
Right figure, but she highly regarded 
informed observers the movement, 
and her performance bore out this 
estimate. Marshburn spoke about the 
proposed Family Protection Act the 
primary legislative tool with which she 


and Weyrich planned set the 


agenda the coming year and expand 
the New Right coalition’s appeal. 

The Family Protection Act contains 
more than provisions, ranging from 
ban federal funding for groups 
advocating homosexual 
requirements that federally supported 
educational materials not slight 
homemakers. These and several other 
provisions have earned the ire gay- 
rights and feminist groups. The value 
these controversial provisions, however, 
strictly tactical, Marshburn said. She 
does not expect them pass. Instead, 
they are useful because they evoke liberal 
outrage, which Marshburn expects use 
meanwhile stressing her target 
constituencies other, less notorious 
provisions. fact, she said, there were 
only half dozen provisions the bill 


that its New Right sponsors really 
wanted push. These included special 
tax breaks for multi-generational 
households, families who adopt children, 
and families with nonworking woman 
spouse. Such proposals may debatable, 
but they are hardly odious liberals 
the throwaway anti-gay and pro- 


provisions. Even so, 


their potential appeal moderate but 
inflation-pressed voters obvious. 
Thus, she explained it, the Family 
Protection Act represents highly 
sophisticated legislative device for 
building New Right support 
conveying moderate but family- 
minded citizens the message that the New 
together, while its liberal opponents are 
only concerned with the interests gays, 
abortionists and other 
forces.

Perhaps the greatest 
obstacle the New way lies not 
the possibility any liberal 
counterattack but rather the Reagan 
White House. The New Right supported 
Reagan, and knows that the public 
seeks manipulate broadly supports 
Reagan.

week overcame objections 
Humberto Cardinal Medeiros and 
reaffirmed its support for the 
Hatch amendment nearly 
unanimous vote. The few other 
right-to-life groups, like 
Americans United For Life Inc., 
Chicago-based group, also are 
largely behind the Hatch bill. 
Numerically, these groups are not 
large; but the bishops, obviously, 
swing lot weight very in- 
fluential institution. They have 
also been clearly opposed New 
Right politics numerous points 
the last year, from advising 
against single-issue politics 
protesting Reagan administration 
policy Salvador and working 
against the budget cuts social 
programs. Moreover, growing 
number individual bishops 
have recently taken strong public 
stands against the arms buildup 
that Reagan and the New Right 
strongly advocate.

According the American 
College Nurse-Midwives, there 
are now approximately 2200 
certified nurse-midwives practic- 
ing the United States, and 
about training programs 
selected medical schools (none 
which Massachusetts). Most 
these midwives practice poor 
rural parts the South, 
though consumer demand 
bringing them north and west, 
the nation’s most modern 
facilities. Midwifery may indeed 
the world’s oldest profession 
(women have been attending

hospitals today. 

Medieval midwives used digi- 
talis and belladonna for pain 
relief and antispasmodics; both 
medicines are still use today.

The word which 
comes from the Old English, ori- 
ginally meant simply, the 
woman.” America, midwives 
were ubiquitous until the advent 
organized resistance from the 
American Medical Association, 
the early 1900s. 1908 Massa- 
chusetts midwife was convicted 
practicing medicine without 
license. That case effectively 
abolished midwifery Massa- 
chusetts. Although the practice 
similarly declined other parts 
the US, continued thrive 
rural and poor communities. 
This trend continued more 
strongly with Baby Boom and 


modern obstetrics, that the 
1960s there were only few 
hundred midwives certified the 
US. But the women’s movement 
(and the simultaneous move- 
ments toward more simple, 
natural life) created new 
demand for their personalized 
services. Women began ques- 
tioning the automatic use un- 
necessary technology 
birth; they rejected the authori- 
tarian role doctors while at- 
tempting regain control their 
physical well-being. 1977, for- 
mer governor Michael Dukakis 
signed bill legalizing nurse-mid- 
wife practice Massachusetts; 
since then, area hospitals have 
been yielding customer

Doris Haire, president 
the American Foundation for 
Maternal and Child Health,

The statement failed 
distinguish between planned 
births and those extreme, back- 
seat-of-the-taxicab mishaps, but 
its effect was chilling nonethe- 
less.

But 
according the most recent 
figures available (1978), Ameri- 
infant-mortality rate ranks 
14th among industrialized 
nations, behind those Sweden, 
Japan, Denmark, Finland, and 
Norway, all countries where 
nurse-midwives are far more 
common (and more highly 


trained) than they are here. Our 
improved mortality rate may also 
due better prenatal care, nu- 
trition, exercise, and childbirth 
education, all which 
intensely advocated 
midwives. 

The practice nurse-mid- 
wifery subject confusing 
patchwork regulations that dif- 
fer from state state. New Jer- 
sey, for example, midwives may 
not deliver babies expectant 
mothers under age 16. 
Pennsylvania, they can deliver 
home birth centers, but only 
with physician present. free- 
standing birth center New 
Mexico was required only pass 
fire inspection and agree not 
have more than five beds, 
Massachusetts, there virtually 
regulation free- 
standing birth centers: mid- 
wives currently can practice only 
facilities licensed the 
Department Public Health 
(DPH), and far, the DPH has 
licensed only hospitals for that 
purpose. Even the experimental 
North Shore Birth Center 
approved under the auspices 
Beverly Hospital, midwives 
legally cannot deliver babies any- 
where off hospital grounds 
Massachusetts. 

There equal confusion the 
area insurance reimburse- 
ments for nurse-midwife serv- 
ices. 1980, Congress passed 
law extending Medicaid benefits 
nurse-midwife services for 
poor women, but each state was 
given the local option whether 
provide the coverage. (Massa- 
chusetts does, but only part 
payments the hospitals where 
the midwives are practicing.) 
With the passage that law, 
Congress was least implicitly 
recognizing the cost containment 
that can realized when mid- 
wives attend normal births. This 
makes Blue Cross/Blue 
policy rather bewildering, since 
the organization ostensibly 
concerned with holding down 
hospital costs. Blue Cross/Blue 
Shield will not directly reimburse 
any nurse-midwife services 
any setting; only because the 
North Shore Birth Center mid- 
wives are employed Beverly 
Hospital that fees for their serv- 
ices are reimbursed.

White Tower was not the first fast- 
food hamburger chain that honor goes 
the White Castle system, which opened 
Wichita, Kansas, 1921 and best 
known for its square, onion-permeated 
hamburger. But, says Izenour and 
Hirshorn, White T.E. Saxe 
perfected the art with the help bit 
conceptual plagiarism.

Saxe opened the first White Tower 
Milwaukee, 1926. The burgers were 
small (one ounce), cheap (five cents) and 
100-percent beef. The firm encouraged 
its clientele ‘‘buy while es- 
tablishing spartan ambiance. According 
Izenour and Hirshorn, there were 
silly frills like ketchup, plates, and 
silverware. You used mustard (take 
leave it), and only napkin separated the 
hamburger from the counter. Breakfast? 
doughnut and good cup White 
Tower coffee. Variety? ham sandwich 
and piece pie. all, folks. 

But design was the key. The purpose 
the structure was simple: sell ham- 
burgers, and lots them. White Tower 
never advertised the building served 
the symbol for clean, friendly, and ef- 
ficient shop that was always open. The 
interior also reinforced the message: there 
were five backless stools and plenty 
stainless steel. And just make sure 
wary customers had doubt about the 
fare, the grill was placed full view 
the shop’s patrons. 

Within year Saxe had built five more 
Milwaukee towers; two years later 
stormed into Detroit and opened 
shops for mere $10,000 each. The 
economic downturn didn’t faze him; 
the contrary, the time was right for 
good, five-cent hamburger. 


Depression,” explains Izenour, “made 
everyone White Tower 

this time silverware and plates had 
been added, and menu variations were 
being allowed some locations. The 
company quickly moved into every major 
Eastern city, placing White Towers near 
factories subway bus lines. 
Throughout the ‘50s made subtle 
changes the structure while retaining 
the White Tower essence. Gooseneck 
lamps were added the absence street 
lighting; brick replaced porcelain enamel 
for easy maintenance and brighter, 
more striking luminosity; booths were 
added lure women patrons (White 
Towers were the working domain);

And 
sometime during the (when 
Jackie pillbox had already 
become relic happier times), even the 
boxes disappeared. Pictures father 
taken the ‘40s show him sporting 
dashing dark fedora over his boxy- 
shouldered trench coat, but never ac- 
tually saw him put hat. 

youth, all that remained the 
heyday hats was bunch leftover 
cliches and jokes about how women’s 
hats were foolish, often ghastly, and 
usually overpriced. the comics, Blondie 
was forever modeling her newest 
millinery purchase for Dagwood, whose 
was always less than 
enthusiastic. the afternoon reruns 
early situation comedies, were 


often out shopping for hats chase away 
the blues. 

The only women ever saw who 
regularly wore hats were elderly. And 
were their hats, either ridiculous concoc- 
tions cherries and brocade, 
shapeless and terminally dusty black 
halos faded memories behatted 
youth. Such sad hats. the other end 
the spectrum, the Gabor sisters wore hats. 
Frippery, folderol, and folly incarnate 
both women and hats.

day was blue with scattered white clouds.

Suddenly, here his office was 20-year 
veteran television showing him video 
tapes how people are unaware the 
sky. identified immediately with the 
concept, and the concept had lot 
with our McHenry, who grew 
with Ansel Adams’s son, remembered the 
conference the studio, 
and saw the potential for educating the 
public about the problems air pollution 
way that was not strongly political 
and that would not apper overly militant.

fter Watergate, everyone wanted jour- 

nalist, except for those who were already jour- 

and could think half dozen things 
they would rather than middle-aged noodges calling 
total strangers and trying get them say things 
they had intention saying. Journalism schools 
were clogged with investigative aspirants, and resumes 
the authors’ “career something 
along the lines wish use the power the press 
United States president his Jour- 
nalists became the new cowboys, riding their video dis- 
play terminals into the sunset pursuit unindicted 
coconspirators and other defacers the American 
Way. 

This was heady brew for profession whose 
memibets were accustomed occupying lower rung 
the status pecking order. Reporters, everyone 
knows, used cynical hacks with tendency 
toward drink and running helpless packs after 
newsmakers. Newspaper reporting was job you got 
you have much education and happened know 
space bar was Royal manual. No, only 
with Woodward and Bernstein did journalism become 
glamorous profession, and even then, comedian 
Mark Russell suggested recent show his, what 
tyros were not Woodward and 
Bernstein but Robert Redford and Dustin Hoffman. 
For whose appetite for social change was 
whetted the 1960s, journalism was the most logical 
way one’s idealism and still able wear 
tie work. 

September 20, 1977, just three years after Nixon 
left the White House (with the press’s toothmarks 
clearly visible his flesh), new status was 
certified television with the premiere Lou Grant. 
time when one might have expected program 
about metropolitan daily newspaper possess its 
share inflated caricature and fantasized journalistic 
exploits, Lou Grant was (and is) remarkably faithful 
the spirit and process the profession. helped, 
course, have production company MTM Enter- 
prises that had already proven its aptitude for 
bittersweet scripts approximating what known out- 
side Hollywood and helped that one 
the show’s writers (April Smith, now executive story 
editor) once wrote for now defunct Cambridge weekly 
newspaper. Lou Grant has many virtues: excellent, 
modulated acting, including strong minor characters; 
conflict between editors and reporters; feel 
for the many moral ambiguities the reporting and 
handling sensitive stories; unfaltering sense 
human fallibility and gullibility; and, perhaps most in- 

novative all, which things often 
out well for anyone. recent episode, for 
young woman murders several people, in- 
cluding Tribune reporter, and waives her right 
appeal her death sentence. Not only Tribune 
reporter dead, but Rossi journalistically seduced 
the murderess, the whole story crassly hijacked 
slick English publisher/packager who buys exclusive 
rights, and the end the woman gassed anyway. Life 
unfair, and Lou Grant makes excuses. 
light Lou aesthetic and commercial 
latest entries world-of-journalism television.

Jessica Novak: Close-Up News (Thursdays and 
Fitz and Bones (Saturdays 10) both feature 
television news reporters and their crews, but neither 
them and this putting mildly shows much in- 
terest how television news actually works. course, 
since Lou Grant first appeared, the reputation jour- 
nalists general has taken serious tumble, thanks 
Janet Cooke and Michael Daly, both whom were 
caught this past year the act fabricating news. 
large number journalists could accused similar 
prevarications (without recourse their imaginations, 
countless columnists the Mike Barnicle ilk would 
end staring their VDTs all day), but that two 
culprits were apprehended rapid succession remind- 
the public that you can’t believe everything you read 
the papers. 

Lou Grant does not idealize journalism, but the show 
respects way that seems have been made possi- 
ble period infatuation with reporters. Now that 
the stock the has fallen, doesn’t surprise 
that getting new shows which well, they don’t 
disdain reporters, but they something perhaps even 
worse: they exile these journalists back make-be- 
lieve world where justice and inspiring climaxes always 
prevail. fact, the lines Fitz and Bones and 
Jessica Novak are and 
much exaggerated, Manichean nonsense that 
seems almost incidental that their protagonists are jour- 
nalists. For all the texture real journalistic life get, 
these shows might just well feature cops, private 
eyes, bounty hunters, FBI agents, social workers. 

quickly dispense with the lesser the two 


shows, Fitz and which stars Dick Smothers 


intrepid television reporter and Tom Smothers his 
one-man crew. Not only this show inferior Jessica 
Novak good margin, inferior almost any 
show you name. The one episode watched 
recently appeared have been written computer 
with learning disability.

Initially, the 
viewer curious (if that’s not too strong word) 
why the picture’s producer and the Army commander, 
both whom apparently knew the radioactivity, 
would have proceeded with the shooting; unfortunate- 
for us, the script loses interest this question even

before do, and the show turns into lame action- 
adventure search for the crazed widower one the 
cancer victims who himself dying cancer and who 
shoot the people responsible for his wife’s 
death. 

Along the hideous way, are witness the total 
misuse the Smothers Brothers’ acting talents. Dick 
reads his lines into Tom’s camera with all the verve 
someone Tuinol, and his lines with other characters 
are better. appears wants hard-boiled, but 
he’s barely parboiled. Tom simply soft-boiled. The 
two them occasionally break into completely in- 
congruous shtick, trying remind viewers that 
they once had the funniest show television and are 
doing Fitz and Bones only for the money. not 
merely not inside their characters, both about 
three-hour bus ride away. 

top off, almost nothing they journalists 
makes any sense. Tom does stand-up during burial 
service for one the cancer victims which not only 
rude but unnecessary, since not doing live 
remote report. (This one Jessica problems 
too; she’s always pivoting out on-location inter- 
view her stand-ups, though she were reporting 
live. suppose this Hollywood’s way making 
television reporting seem even more harried and 
relentless than already is). Fitz and Bones shoot 
classified Army files without authorization, unlikely 
risk. And reality has miraculous way accom- 
modating them when they are reporting live (you 
know, the limousine carrying the person they want 
interview happens pull and disgorge that person 
just Dick Smothers finishing the last sentence 
stand-up). Fitz and Bones rambling, incoherent, 
fatuous, misguided, and inanely acted; the only thing 
good about that will probably off the air soon. 

Fitz and Bones makes Jessica Novak: Close-Up News 
look like Masterpiece Theatre. There are some very nice 
things about Jessica Novak were, rather, since 
some them disappeared the second episode.

William Holden, 


That William Holden burned himself 
out was great shock; the last leg 
his 42-year career seemed study 
disintegration. was the word 
they always used describe his face, and 
craggy was the handsome features 
and leathery skin shot through with 
creases and valleys, with weary lines 
compromise. Holden was the 
American, cigar-chomping man, 
the guy who knew how get the job 
done. But unlike John Wayne Greg- 
ory Peck, often looked though 
sold his honor the creek. his career 
progressed, watched his nobility drain 
away until stood icon ravaged 
heroism. 

course, wasn’t always like that. 
The name his first film said all: 
Golden Boy. With his straight-ahead 
good looks and guileless charm, Holden 
had what took live the glossy 
banality that title. What followed was 
slew performances that won you over 
without once threatening grab you 
the lapels. his early roles Our 
Town, Wanted Wings, Young and 
Willing Holden stood for the simple, 
stalwart values: courage, perseverance, 
honor. Off camera, was the Alan Alda 
his day, living quietly with his wife 
and two kids; even served best man 
Ronald wedding and the 
two remained friends. But cracks be- 
gan spread along his wholesome screen 
image, and the rot seeped through, his 
stature performer grew; Holden the 
cynical, burned-out tough guy was Hol- 
den the star. More than anyone else, di- 
rector Billy Wilder was responsible for 
bathing golden-boy image 
layer sleaze. cast him Sunset 
Boulevard the gullible young screen- 
writer, ensnared the macabre dreams 
aging glamor-queen Gloria Swanson, and 
Holden responded turning his finest 
and probably his most famous per- 
formance. weirdly corrupt 
had crept underneath that handsome ex- 
terior; was all Holden’s future 


television the late ‘70s, and taught 
sometimes IDHEC, the film school. 
year ago, fell from hotel terrace 
Greece and smashed leg badly that 
part his hip bone had grafted 
onto his leg. hadn’t made feature 
film six years. was common specula- 
tion that couldn’t have recaptured the 
rending eloquence The Mother and the 
Whore, even had had the chance. 
The day she saw the rough cut the 
film, 1973, the real woman whom 
the character Marie (Bernadette La- 
font) was based killed herself. Much 
the movie had been filmed her apart- 
ment, and near the end there pro- 
longed shot Marie alone, listening 
Edith Piaf record. 

There had been many women 
life, and doesn’t seem possi- 
ble that could take anything lightly. 
The Mother and the Whore glimpse 
the unceasing love-war neighbors 
too far gone stop notice strangers. 
The movie reproduces the boring, 
repetitive fervor self-destructiveness. 
Whatever you think the film, you 
shudder you come away from it, and 
you doubt that you could live such 
cockpit. course others, your own 
life might look intense and wasteful. 
But don’t often give that acrid 
scent despair: ashtray and stale 
wine, bad breath and anger. can 
tolerate only our own shit, and sometimes 
even that too much. 

The Mother and the Whore more 
than three and half hours long, and very 
little happens it, least the stan- 
dards Raiders the Lost Ark. But the 
length and the visual austerity are 
part its commitment language the 
talk that leaks out wounded people.

Back 
the Bronx, attended the now 
defunct Music Center Conservatory, 
where jam sessions took place every 
afternoon. would thousand 
horn players there and 
says. didn’t want play the drums, 
but found that could say ‘ding-dinga- 
ding-dinga-ding,’ and wound keep- 
ing time couldn’t play anything else 
for guys learning the blues 
from Heaven.’ Each got better. 
After being able say ‘dinga-ding,’ 
found could play the sock cymbal, 
dinga-chook,’ and then 
keep the other foot playing 4/4. Man, 
that would gas me. week later, left 
hand could play the back-beat, ‘dap-dap- 
dap.’ got where could hold 
together. The cats started saying, 
drummer, tenor not 
your instrument,’ took sax- 
ophone, flute, and clarinet, and traded 
them set drums.” 

After returning Greensboro and 
practicing six hours day for six months, 
learning play fast and with lot 
Richmond became the 
drummer the Charles Mingus Jazz 
Workshop. The year was 1956, and 
Mingus had already shattered conven- 
tional notions harmony and pitch with 
his historic Erectus” 
(recently reissued Atlantic). was 
only with the addition Richmond, 
however, that Mingus obtained the 
rhythmic dynamism his music demanded.

was unmistakably edifice sup- 
ported twin pillars: the Allman 
Brothers Band and Lynyrd Skynyrd. 
when, 1977 six years after Duane 
Allman’s death Lynard Skynyrd was 
plane crash that took 
the lives leader/singer/lyricist Ronnie 
Van Zant, guitarist Steve Gaines, and 
backing vocalist Cassie Gaines, seemed 
inevitable that Southern rock would come 
crumbling down. And least, for 
those unwilling recognize Charlie 
Daniels the post-Cher Gregg Allman 
the true spiritual heirs Duane and 
Van Zant.

Anyplace, Anywhere, appeared the 
summer 1980. demonstrated 
convincingly that Southern rock was still 
capable providing thrills, and not 
merely dumb excuse for shitfaced 
Yankee teenagers wave Confederate 
flags thank heavens, 
made Beauregard forget about Michael 
Stanley altogether. 

Anytime, Anyplace, Anywhere show- 
cased many the same qualities that had 
made Lynyrd Skynyrd classic American 
rock band.

Sound familiar? Except for 
few interesting asides, such 
discussion resurging anti- 
Semitism the USSR, Death 
Beam pretty much your stan- 
dard spy story.

message from the publisher 


The process putting together 
retrospective the first years 
and nearly 800 issues our 
publication’s often stormy life, 
forest through the trees. Going 
through the feet bound 
issues, one one, starting with 
the first four-page Boston After 
Dark March 1966, with its 
things this week,” one 
theater review, two film reviews, 
and very few ads (but among 
them ads for Sack Theatres) 
through last week’s five-sec- 
tion, 188-page edition graphic 
testament the coming age not 
generation. 

compiling the material for 
this special editors 
have attempted present pan- 
oramic view this most remark- 
able decade and half have 
seen it. They have left the 
task presenting overview 
the publishing philosophy and his- 
tory the Phoenix have seen 
and see it. 

Beginning 1966 with those 
four pages, the paper was thought 
publication which would 
provide needed service well- 
defined community that is, 
was born arts and entertain- 
ment guide for the college market. 
was also conceived from the 
beginning profit-making busi- 
ness, though this area, concep- 
tion was long way from realiza- 
tion. 

Through its first few years the 
publication gained some accept- 
ance entertainment guide 
and grew from its four-page size 
paper which published around 
pages week, strictly devoted 
the world entertainment, arts, 
and culture. 

Then, late 1969 the time 
civil-rights marches 
Washington and mass protests 
against the Vietnam War the 
paper added its dimension 
editorial coverage the quickly 
growing social and political con- 
cerns our readers and people 
like them. This change editorial 
format was made for two impor-

tant reasons. The first was that our 
readers’ interests were changing. 
The apathetic generation the 
late and the early mid 
had given way very vocal and 
quickly increasing number within 
the student and academic com- 
munity whose interests had shifted, 
from their own narrow concerns 
and confidence the status quo 
larger interests. was the begin- 
ning new awakening. 

The second reason for the 
change our editorial direction 
was the recognition that 
publication become and re- 
main successful, must speak 
its readers about what they are in- 
terested in. didn’t change 
the times were changing, would 
cease exist. 

So, fortunately, although there 
was internal resistance this 
change (as there always 
change), we, individuals the 
paper, philo- 
sophically and intellectually 
lockstep with our 
ship, and given the second reason 
well the pragmatic one 
survival business entity 
Boston After Dark expanded its 
editorial horizons. 

Coincidentally, although not 
accidentally, was about this 
same time that new publication 
started across the river, paper 
called the Cambridge Phoenix. 
Where Boston After Dark was 
oriented, the Cambridge Phoenix 
had more political orientation 
though neither was radical 
another Cambridge-based paper, 
the Old Mole. 

Not that ever were ever 
became doctrinaire. And, think, 
precisely because were not 
solely committed one political 
point view or, perhaps more 
accurately, because did not see 
ourselves, many other 
publications the time did, 
“The Voice of” whatever socio- 
political advocacy group you want 
that are still publishing to- 
day. Had been unalterably 
committed particular philo- 
sophy, the typical underground 
publication the time did, 
would have gone back under- 
ground permanently. 

Through these early years

fect. Indeed, vividly remember 
that after published contro- 
versial story our early years 
alleged Mafia link City Hall, 
City Councilman Fred Langone 
rose the council decry our 
story being nothing more than 
radical, pinko con- 

What’s odd, however, that 
some groups and individuals, there 
were, and are, others for whom 
were and are not radical enough. 

Because publication con- 
stantly changing entity, the pub- 
lishing process one walking 
tightrope you must simul- 
taneously lead and follow your 
audience. you get too far behind 
them, you become irrelevant and 
they leave you for dead. you be- 
come too avant-garde and create 
too much discomfort your 
readers, they leave you just 
surely, and equally dead. 

our continuous growth and 
expanded acceptance the greater 
Boston community indicates any- 
the many, many talented people 
who over the years have toiled 
all areas our paper keep 
growing and changing and yet re- 
maining very much touch with 
our readership. 

Moreover, whatever our posi- 
tion various issues, what 
fascinating the whole phenom- 
enon the growth and develop- 
ment our publication that 
both the internal and external sides 
the paper that is, with the 
staff and the readers alike there 
exists unusual sense with re- 
gard the publication, namely 
that the publication belongs 
them. And many ways they are 
correct. 

wondered through the years 
the high passion that surrounds 
the media business. seems 
more intensity and interest 
generated changes our busi- 
ness than any other. Recently 
have only look the uproar 
over the sale the Atlantic 
Monthly and the change its 
editor, the outcries over the

University students during 
protesting the 
invasion Cambodia.

1970, long and stormy 
debate finally ended the passage 
state legislation that enabled 
cities and towns with populations 
more than 50,000 enact local 
rent-control laws. Cambridge, 
Somerville, and Lynn took advan- 
tage this new Chapter 842; 
Boston and Brookline had 
previously been granted special 
enabling legislation from the state. 

The cities’ progress actually 
establishing and enforcing rent 
control was 
forward. This, from Cambridge 
two years later, the last night 
before new slate city coun- 
cilors took office. 


Amid roaring chants “no 
vote, vote,” the Cambridge 
City Council voted last Wednesday 
repeal the rent-control law. 
police cleared protesters off the 
stage Rindge Tech auditorium, 
liberal councilor Barbara 
with the 
clerk for the microphone, semi- 
secret vote was taken. Hardly any 
the 1200 people the audience 
noticed the councilors packed 
and exited.... 

Wednesday night was wild af- 
fair; everyone was there. Guerrilla 
theater and politicized modern 
dance trio. The New Right Coali- 
tion, long hair flowing, charged 
down the aisle with signs stating, 
Control Means People Con- 
receiving small ovation 
from the landlords the crowd.

One the first moves the 
new Cambridge City Council was 
vote rent control back in. con- 
was elsewhere. 

The following year, the Boston 
City Council passed legislation 
that appeared more strict and 
more favorable the city’s 
tenants than ever before.

Last January, when the city 
council declared housing 
emergency, created strict en-
